Scheel, 
Brandt’s vice chancellor and 
the 
leader of the junior partner in the 
coalition government, took over the 
caretaker cabinet left by Brandt. He 
will serve until Schmidt’s election by 
Hie lower house of parliament. 
Heinz Kuehn, deputy chairman of 
the Social Democrats, told newsmen 
Brandt himself proposed the 55-year- 
oki finance minister as his successor. 
Schmidt was nominated by 
the 
party’s presidium and a caucus of its 
members in parliament was called for 
later today to approve the nomination. 
Kuehn said Brandt would retain the 
chairmanship of the party, despite his 
retirement from the government. 
The Social Democratic spokesman

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — Syrian 
and Israeli forces fought with tanks 
and heavy artillery along the 40-mile 
Golan Heights front today after mortar 
duels on Mt. Hermon that lasted 
through the night, the Syrian com­ 
mand reported. 
It was the 57th day of fighting. 
Syrian Defense Minister Mustafa Tlas 
made an inspection tour of Syrian posi­ 
tions on 9,200-foot Mt. Hermon, which 
overlooks northern Israel and southern 
Syria. Damascus newspapers said he 
told troops on the mountain: “Your 
heroic steadfastness reflects the con­ 
science of the entire Arab nation from 
the Atlantic to the Persian Gulf. 
“Your stand also blocks enemy 
attempts to obliterate the positive 
results of the October liberation war.” 
His militant statements coincided 
with a gloomy mood in the Arab press 
over Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s efforts to bring about a 
troop disengagement on the Golan 
Heights. 
The Cairo weekly Rose el Youssef 
said a Syrian government spokesman 
told it if Kissinger fails to negotiate a 
satisfactory agreem ent, President 
Hafez Assad would convene an Arab 
summit conference to “decide on the 
next stage of the Middle East con­ 
flict.” 
There was speculation in the Beirut 
press that Syria might call for a new 
Arab oil ban or a cutback in oil ship­ 
ments to the United States.

The Pickaway County Board of 
Elections at noon reported the voter 
turnout to be unusually heavy for a 
primary election. 
The perfect weather, Logan Elm 
operating levy, the Westfall bond issue 
to build a middle school and interest in 
the state senatorial race between 
Harry Armstrong and Oakley Collins, 
the U. S. Senate race between Howard 
Metzenbaum and John Glenn and the 
many races for state officers were 
believed reasons for the heavy turnout.

Glenn planned to leave his Columbus 
home at IO a.m. to vote, then said he 
would return to rest up for what most 
observers said would be a long night. 
Metzenbaum was in Cleveland to 
vote. 
While Metzenbaum and Glenn 
battled for the nomination for the 
Senate seat vacated by U.S. Atty. Gen.

Almost from the start, the Met- 
zenbaum-Glenn race became em­ 
broiled in exchanges of charges and 
counter-charges concerning each

Gene McLain of Huntsville, has said 
that Wallace really isn’t interested in 
being governor but has his eye on the 
1976 presidential race. 
Wallace, in contrast to previous 
campaigns, has appealed directly to 
the black vote this year. This has been 
viewed as an attempt to improve his 
national image and Wallace has stated 
openly that he might try for the 
Democratic nomination for president 
in 1976. 
Others in the Alabama field included 
former Gov. Jam es E. Folsom. In

WASHINGTON (AP) — Americans 
cannot expect any relief from record 
high interest rates without progress in 
the fight against inflation, says out­ 
going Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz. 
But Shultz, who leaves office 
Wednesday, says interest rates may 
about have reached their peak. 
Shultz commented after the interest 
rate for government short-term 
borrowing—in the form of Treasury 
bills—hit a record 9.036 per cent 
Monday. 
Shultz said interest rates, especially 
long-term rates, are being kept high by 
inflation. 
He indicated he agrees with policies 
of the Federal Reserve Board to 
moderate the growth of the nation’s 
money supply and keep a tight rein on 
the supply of credit, actions designed 
to restrain inflation but that also help 
push interest rates upward. 
Meanwhile, Labor Secretary Peter 
J. Brennan said Monday he does not 
see “on the horizon any immediate 
solution’’ to the inflation problem.

Thirty - 
fiv e per cent said their opinion had re­ 
mained the sam e, bu t there was no 
way of determining how this grou p felt 
abou t the President. Six per cent of­ 
fered no opinion. 
The poll also showed that, by a 
44-to- 
41 per cent margin, Americans believ e 
there is enou gh ev idence against the 
President to bring him to trial before 
the Senate. 
Howev er, by a 49 -to-38 m argin, the 
national sample said it didn’t believ e 
the President’s actions at this time 
warranted his being remov ed from 
office. 
The special 
poll was taken to 
m easu re pu blic response to the 
President’s defense of his refu sal to 
su rrender 42 tape recordings of White 
Hou se conv ersations to the Hou se 
Ju diciary Committee. Instead, Nix on 
prov ided edited transcripts. 
By a ratio of more than 2-to-l, 
Americans said the Ju diciary Com­ 
m ittee was right in its decision to 
reject the transcripts as a su bstitu te 
for the tapes. On this q u estion, 6 2 per 
cent agreed with the committee, 24 per 
cent disagreed, while 14 per cent had 
no opinion.

Likes Nixon 
Even Less 


PRINCETON, N J. (AP) - Forty- 
two per cent of the people who viewed 
or read about President Nixon’s tele­ 
vision address last week on the 
Watergate transcripts now have a 
“ less favorable” opinion of him, ac­ 
cording to the Gallup Poll. 
A special telephone poll of 694 adults 
also showed that 17 per cent were left 
with a more favorable opinion. Thirty- 
five per cent said their opinion had re­ 
mained the same, but there was no 
way of determining how this group felt 
about the President. Six per cent of­ 
fered no opinion. 
The poll also showed that, by a 44-to- 
41 per cent margin, Americans believe 
there is enough evidence against the 
President to bring him to trial before 
the Senate. 
However, by a 49-to-38 margin, the 
national sample said it didn’t believe 
the President’s actions at this time 
warranted his being removed from 
office. 
The special poll was taken to 
measure public response to the 
President’s defense of his refusal to 
surrender 42 tape recordings of White 
House conversations to the House 
Judiciary Committee. Instead, Nixon 
provided edited transcripts. 
By a ratio of more than 2-to-l, 
Americans said the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee was right in its decision to 
reject the transcripts as a substitute 
for the tapes. On this question, 62 per 
cent agreed with the committee, 24 per 
cent disagreed, while 14 per cent had 
no opinion.

Junk Car Owners Now Face Fines 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - After 
today, those junked cars on private 
property could cost more than they are 
worth—up to $100 each in fines. 
A new law providing a method of 
getting rid of Ohio’s unsightly junkers 
went into effect at midnight. 
Under the new law, signed by Gov. 
John J. Gilligan Feb. 5, the owner of a 
junker located on his own property will 
be given IO days to remove it or have it 
garaged so it isn’t an eyesore. 
Each 30 days it is left in the open 
after notification would be a separate 
offense. A second offense could bring a

Grim Picture 


NEW YORK — One o f the mo re 
ch illin g passages I’v e read recently is 
in Stefan Lo rant’s mo numental “ Sieg 
Heil!" It’s an illustrated histo ry ’ o f 
Germany fro m Bismarck to Hitler. It 
is published by No rto n and co sts an 
impressiv e $14.9 5. But if it is true that 
o ne picture is wo rth mo re than 10,000 
wo rds, as the o ld Chinese pro v erb 
insists, “ Sieg Heil!” has to be the 
lo ngest co llectio n o f wo rds since the 
Nix o n tape transcripts. 
The passage has to do with Hitler’s 
fiv e-y ear sentence to Landsberg priso n 
in 1923 fo r his mo re o r less in­ 
co nsequential ro le in the Munich 
putsch against the Weimar Republic. 
Such were the times and the appalling 
igno rance o f tho se who packed him o ff 
that he serv ed o nly 264 day s o t his 
sentence. His deputy fuehrer o f later 
y ears, Rudo lf Hess, no w the 8 0-y ear- 
o ld so lo inmate o f Spandau Priso n, has 
no t had it as go o d as Hitler had at 
I^andsberg. Lo rant writes, amid so me 
remarkable priso n pictures, o f his 
despo tic subject: 
“ His 264 day s held no hardship fo r 
him. The day s passed pleasantly . He 
was giv en a co mfo rtable sunny ro o m 
o n the first flo o r o f the priso n. He wo re 
his o wn clo thes — Bav arian sho rts 
with 
Ty ro lean 
jackets 
o r 
wo rkingmen’s co v erall. He was per­ 
mitted to hav e newspapers and to 
receiv e v isito rs. Fo o d and sweets, 
flo wers and presents came in co n- 
stanUy . 
“ Of his female admirers, Winifred 
Wagner 
sent 
impo sing 
flo wer 
arrangements. Frau Hechstein co n­ 
so led him with delicacies o f the seaso n. 
On his thirty -fifth birthday , his 
quarters lo o ked mo re like a flo wer 
sho p than a priso n cell. Letters and 
cards arriv ed by the tho usands. 
“ To while away the time he began to 
dictate his tho ughts, first to his lo y al 
batman Emil Maurice, then to Rudo lf 
Hess, w’ho returned fro m Austria to 
serv e his sentence clo se to him. Thus 
the bo o k — Mein Kampf — began to 
take shape.” 
It set the guidelines fo r the blo o diest 
war and mo st grisly mass murders o f 
inno cents in histo ry .

NEW YORK (AP) — In this era o f 
change fo r American business there is 
a gro up that stands o ut in its absence, 
by its inability to co ntribute o r at least 
because o f its failure to do so . 
The thesis o f co rpo rate demo cracy is 
that the co mpany is o wned by its 
shareho lders, and this remains true. 
But tho se o wners appear to hav e v ery 
little say in mo lding their co mpany , 
and so metimes little interest as well. 
Do esn’t demo cracy infer par­ 
ticipatio n fo r the public go o d? 
Changing so ciety in the best interests 
o f all? If so , can it be called co rpo rate 
demo cracy if the o wners do n’t par­ 
ticipate in change? 
To illustrate, co nsider the annual 
meeting, which is no w at its seaso nal 
high. Hardly o ne ex ists in which mo st 
o f the real business hasn’t already 
been co ncluded befo re the ev ent. Sel­ 
do m if ev er is any thing changed. 
In a talk prepared fo r a meeting o f 
the Co nference Bo ard in San Francisco 
to day , Edmund Iittlefield, chairman 
o f Utah Internatio nal Inc., discussed in 
passing the subject o f who are the 
adv o cates o f change. He named them: 
1. “ There are the injured — tho se 
who hav e been harmed financially 
when a co rpo ratio n failed o r suffered 
great rev erses o f fo rtune. The injured 
can include credito rs, emplo y es, 
shareho lders and in so me cases ev en 
co mmunities o r go v ernment bo dies. 
Theirs is a legitimate co mplaint.” 
2. 
“ Then there are the acade­ 
micians, secure in the armo r o f 
academic tenure, who are quick to 
criticize sho rtco mings in the co r­ 
po ratio n and its management and who 
espo use cures fo r the co rpo ratio n that 
they wo uld in no way to lerate o r ad­ 
v o cate fo r the co llege campus o r the 
go v ernance o f the univ ersity .” 
“ N ev ertheless,” he co ncluded, 
“ academic 
o bserv atio ns 
and 
suggestio ns will and must be taken 
serio usly .” 
3. Nex t, he said, is the pro fessio nal 
co rpo rate gadfly , “ so me o f who m hav e 
had a po sitiv e impact, but mo st o f 
who m wo uld lo se their liv eliho o d and 
their measure o f enjo y ed no to riety if 
co rpo ratio ns did in fact ado pt all o f 
what these peo ple adv o cate.” 
4. Then, said Littlefield, there are 
tho se activ ists “ who see the co r­ 
po ratio n as a v ehicle and an in­ 
strument to cause so cial changes 
which these activ ists deem desirable.”

But particularly absent fro m the list 
IJ ttlefield o bserv ed, “ are the genuine 
shareho lders — tho se who hav e a 
co ntinuing and to them meaningful 
financial stake in the co rpo ratio n.” 
These shareho lders, said Littlefield 
“ hav e no easy and effectiv e way to jo in 
in making their v iews kno wn to 
management and to the bo ard o f direc 
to rs.” Ex cept fo r o ne activ ity — their 
buy ing and selling o f the sto ck. 
But, Littlefield further o bserv es 
“This is a v ery ex pensiv e and remo te 
way o f co rrecting so mething that is no t 
to the shareho lder’s liking.”

PARIS (AP) — Socialist Francois 
Mitterrand will face conservative 
Finance Minister Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing in a close runoff battle for 
the French presidency May 19, 
France’s voters decided Sunday. 
Backed by the powerful Communist 
party, Mitterrand led a field of 12 
candidates on the first ballot with 
10,935,763 votes, or 43.36 per cent of the 
total cast. Giscard d’Estaing, a 
member of the Independent Re­ 
publican party, ran second with 
8,286,382, or 32.85 po* cent. 
Since the heavy turnout of 25 million 
voters gave no candidate a majority, a 
runoff must be held between the two 
high men in two weeks. But the voters 
dealt a shattering blow to the Gaullist 
Party, which dominated French 
politics for more than a decade under 
Presidents Charles de Gaulle and 
Georges Pompidou. 
The official Gaullist candidate, 
former Premier Jacques Cha ban- 
Delmas, polled only 3,693,168 votes, or 
14.64 per cent, in what was billed as a 
primary against Giscard d’Estaing, 
the leader of the junior party in the 
Gaullist coalition. 
The consensus of politicians and 
newspapers was that the major 
shakeup in the political pattern made

I find 
that their fears are beginning to rub off 
on me.

Dear Miss B.: 
It is sad when happy, productive 
lives are modified by such unrealistic 
fears. A home filled with phobias can, 
indeed, become an unhappy one. 
Cancer need not be the eventual 
heritage of all mankind. Concentration 
on this possibility has affected the lives 
of your parents. You must quickly shed 
the seeds of fear that may have been 
already implanted in your own sen­ 
sitive mind. 
Children are bom into this world free 
of fear. The forces of anxiety are 
rapidly exerted on them from the 
moment they are born. 
Some 
behavioral psychologist believe that 
pressures of anxiety can affect even 
the unborn child. 
Often under the guise of love and 


devotion, 
parents 
inadvertenUy 
transmit to their children their own 
unreasoning fears. These eventually 
leave their mark on 
the im­ 
pressionable child as he progresses 
into adolescence and adulthood. 
Irater, it becomes difficult to rid 
oneself of the deeply ingrained fears 
You must extricate yourself from 
the anxiety patterns that surround 
you.

NEW YORK (AP) — In this era of 
change for American business there is 
a group that stands out in its absence, 
by its inability to contribute or at least 
because of its failure to do so. 
The thesis of corporate democracy is 
that the company is owned by its 
shareholders, and this remains true. 
But those owners appear to have very 
little say in molding their company, 
and sometimes little interest as well. 
Doesn’t democracy infer par­ 
ticipation for the public good? 
Changing society in the best interests 
of all0 If so, can it be called corporate 
democracy if the owners don’t par­ 
ticipate in change? 
To illustrate, consider the annual 
meeting, which is now at its seasonal 
high. Hardly ane exists in which most 
of the real business hasn’t already 
been concluded before the event. Sel­ 
dom if ever is anything changed. 
In a talk prepared for a meeting of 
the Conference Board in San Francisco 
today, Edmund Littlefield, chairman 
of Utah International Inc., discussed in 
passing the subject of who are the 
advocates of change. He named them: 
1. “There are the injured — those 
who have been harmed financially 
when a corporation failed or suffered 
great reverses of fortune. The injured 
can include creditors, employes, 
shareholders and in some cases even 
communities or government bodies. 
Theirs is a legitimate complaint.” 
2. “Then there are the acade­ 
micians, secure in the armor of 
academic tenure, who are quick to 
criticize shortcomings in the cor­ 
poration and its management and who 
espouse cures for the corporation that 
they would in no way tolerate or ad­ 
vocate for the college campus or the 
governance of the university.” 
“Nevertheless,” he concluded, 
“academic 
observations 
and 
suggestions will and must be taken 
seriously.” 
3. Next, he said, is the professional 
corporate gadfly, “some of whom have 
had a positive impact, but most of 
whom would lose their livelihood and 
their measure of enjoyed notoriety if 
corporations did in fact adopt all of 
what these people advocate.” 
4. Then, said Littlefield, there are 
those activists “who see the cor­ 
poration as a vehicle and an in­ 
strument to cause social changes 
which these activists deem desirable.” 
From this source, he noted, stems 
much of the agitation for changes in 
the makeup of boards of directors ... 
“and for the change in board functions 
to recognize special interest groups 
like consumers, minorities, females, 
employes and others.” 
5. Always present, he continued, 
“are those in government who ad­ 


vocate change or cause change in the 
corporate board room under existing 
legislation, new interpretations of old 
law, and proposals of new legislation 


99 
But particularly absent from the lift, 
Ijttlefield observed, “are the genuine 
shareholders — those who have a 
continuing and to them meaningful 
financial stake in the corporation.” 
These shareholders, said Littlefield, 
“have no easy and effective way to Join 
in making their views known to 
management and to the board of direc­ 
tors.” Except for one activity — their 
buying and selling of the stock. 
But, Littlefield further observes, 
“This is a very expensive and remote 
way o f correcting something that is not 
to the shareholder’s liking.” 
The fact appears to be that the 
shareholder, or owner, is among the 
least articulate and influential of all 
the advocates of corporate change.

N EW YO RK (AP) - The oil com­ 
panies haven’t always been the great 
money makers they are today, but 
they’ve never been paupers either. 
In 1972, a year most analysts agree 
was a poor one for the industry, nine oil 
companies ranked among the 25 most 
profitable industrial corporations in 
the land, based on the total number of 
dollars earned. 
Even by the yardstick most com­ 
monly used, return on stockholders’ 
investment, the oil companies show 
only a slight depression from industry 
as a whole, when the high 1973 profits 
are included. 
In recent months, as the companies’ 
profits have soared over levels set the 
previous year, oil executives have 
urged that their earnings be placed in 
perspective. 
“ The profits are being compared to a 
poor quarter a year ago,” says the 
typical oil executive today, who finds 
his firm coming under increased criti­ 
cism from the public and Congress. 
“ Our return on investment is still 
inadequate for the exploration and 
development of energy the nation so 
desperately needs.” 
Security analysts generally agree 
that the oil industry is emerging with a 


bang 
from 
a 
period 
of 
poorer 
profitability several years ago. They 
say the performance then was caused 
by fuel surpluses, increased com­ 
petition from the independents and a 
reduction in the federal depletion 
allowance from 27 per cent to 22 per 
cent in 1969. 


Because 1972 was a down year for 
the industry as a whole, earnings gains 
in 1973 
were somewhat deceptive, 
analysts say. They say that profits 
began to improve in thé first part of 
1973, so percentage figures this year 
should be much more meaningful. 


Likewise 1972 was the industry’s 
worst year in the past 10 in terms of 
return on investment. This rate, a 
comparison of net income to share­ 
holders’ total investment, is con­ 
sidered important because it indicates 
an industry’s ability to attract money 
needed to expand and grow. 


In 1972, according to figures com­ 
piled by the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission, the oil industry’s return on 
investment fell to 8.7 per cent, com­ 
pared with a 10.6 per cent rate for all 
industry.

ID S A N G EIJSS (AP) - After 25 
years of depending heavily on the car, 
many residents of this freeway-filled 
city are discovering a new way to get 
around: The bus. 
There has been a rapid transit bus 
system in I jo s Angeles for years, but 
most persons have found their cars 
more convenient. 
Now comes the 25-cent ride. And for 
many motorists, plagued by high 
gasoline prices and spiraling parking 
fees, the bus and its quarter ride have 
become too good to pass up. 
On 
April 
1, county 
supervisors 
authorized $9.6 million from federal 
revenue sharing funds to allow riders 
to go anywhere in an area 110 miles 
wide and 55 miles long for just 25 cents. 
"The 25-cent ride has changed things 
and brought a lot of people around,” 
says Jack Gilstrap, general manager 
of the Southern California 
Rapid 
Transit District. For one thing, the 
number of riders jumped 15 per cent. 
District officials hope the program 
will lure up to 25 per cent more 
passengers by June 30, when the 
program ends. If supervisors agree on 
the scope of its success, the program 
will be continued. 
To carry the new riders, the District 
bought new buses, refurbished 150 old 
ones and hired 130 drivers to bring the 
total to 3,000.

In 1972, a year most analysts agree 
was a poor one for the industry, nine oil 
companies ranked among the 25 most 
profitable industrial corporations in 
the land, based on the total number of 
dollars earned. 
Even by the yardstick most com­ 
monly used, return on stockholders’ 
investment, the oil companies show 
only a slight depression from industry 
as a whole, when the high 1973 profits 
are included. 
In recent months, as the companies’ 
profits have soared over levels set the 
previous year, oil executives have 
urged that their earnings be placed in 
perspective. 
‘‘TTie profits are being compared to a 
poor quarter a year ago,” says the 
typical oil executive today, who finds 
his firm coming under increased criti­ 
cism from the public and Congress. 
‘‘Our return on investment is still 
inadequate for the exploration and 
development of energy the nation so 
desperately needs.” 
Security analysts generally agree
